An  active  partici¬ 
pant  in  drama,  Rachel  Ashton  said  “I 
enjoy  theatre  more  than  any  other  activity 
at  McAuley  because  of  the  family  spirit 
and  closeness  created  by  three  months  of 
hard  work  to  make  a  terrific  performance.” 

Rachel  is  right.  There  are  many  hours 
of  work  put  into  a  play.  Mrs.Trimble,  the 
director  of  the  productions,  puts  in  the 
most  hours.  Her  work  starts  during  the 
summer  when  she  chooses  a  play.  Then 
Mrs.Trimble  not  only  directs  the  play,  but 
she  also  makes  the  costumes.  “Nothing 
else  could  be  worth  the  time  that  I  put  into 
the  play,”  comments  Mrs.Trimble.
